the spirit land to invoke the 
blessing of the Great Spirit on 
all of our good works. The toma­ 
hawk shall be forever buried, the 
scalping knife shall forever be 
broken, the war path heretofore 
leading from one tribe to an­ 
other shall grow up and become 
as the wild wilderness.” 
This solemn treaty was at one 
time in the possession of Maud 
D. Jones of Wewoka—of the 
Jones tepee, which is powerful 
among the Seminoles—who was 
a daughter of Mrs. Alice B. Davis, 
the principal chief of the Semin­ 
oles for many years. 
The tomahawk was buried, 
and the treaty was kept.

Previo usly the Osage had *eked 
o ut a barren existence o n their 
ro cky farms, but the o il millio ns 
so o n elevated them to the weal­ 
thiest peo ple in the wo rld and 
reckless extravagance fo llo wed. 
Recently, ho wever, their wells 
have been dwindling. 
Seminó les’ History Colorful 
The histo ry o f the Semino les 
has been a co lo rful o ne. 
Originally they ro amed what 
are no w the so uthern states and 
were o n clo se terms with the 
Creeks o f Alabama. As civiliza­ 
tio n advanced they were driven 
so uthward into Flo rida, where 
many o f them still reside amo ng 
the Everglades. After repeated 
and unsuccessful wars, with the 
whites, mo st o f the tribe gave it 
up as futile. So , abo ut 18 48 , they 
co nsented to being mo ved to 
what is no w Oklaho ma. 
After wars with o ther tribes 
fo r many years, the Semino les 
were almo st pro pertyless and 
starving. But a brighter day was 
dawning fo r them; a memo rable 
treaty was signed between the 
Indians o f the* plains and the 
Five Civilized Tribes, which the 
Seminó las represented.

vested in the Seminole nation 
even when the -title passed to the 
individual Seminoles.' This ar- 
rangement, they argue, was ap- 
proved by the United States gov- 
ernment. 


On April 26, 1908, Congress 


passed an act vesting the min- 
eral rights of the Seminole lands, 
as well as the surface titles, in 
the white purchasers. The plain- 
tiffs assert that this act, which 
specifically provides that the in-! 
terest of the Seminole nation in 
the mineral rights should cease, 
is unconstitutional. 


Defense Refutes Claim 


Lawyers for The defendants, 


the Carter Oil Company of Tul- 
sa and other large and- small 
companies drilling and produc- 
ing in the Seminole area, refute 
this unconstitutional argument 
by showing that, since the-Semi- 
nole nation ceased to exist as 
such after 1900, it on longer had 
anything to lose ^when the act 
was passed, in .1908. But when 
the nation ceased to exist, con- 
tends the Indian, title to the 
mineral rights did not pass to 
the individuals because of this, 
but remained in a common body 
of Seminoles as opposed to the 
organized body under the name 
of "nation," "tribe," or "govern- 
ment." 


The Indians do^iot seek- to. re- 


cover the millions that have al- 
ready been paid in royalties to 
the white owners by the, oil. com- 
panies, but merely to have the 
companies restrained from pay- 
tog further royalties to the 
whites, and to pay them instead 
to' a common ,Semtoqle-fund. 


The defendants-have been of- 


ficially notified of the sftit, which 
is to be trifed in federal court/at' 
Muskogee. They, were given un- 
til June 20 to file then- answers.

The Semtooles' case resembles- 


that of the Osage tribe of pkla- 
homa, except that the Osage 
were still owners of their land 
when oil was discovered thereon.: 
Previously the Osage had *eked 
out a barren existence on their 
rocky farms, but the oil millions 
soon elevated them to -the weal- 
thiest people in the,world arid 
reckless extravagance followed. 
Recently, however, their wells 
have been dwindling. 


'Seminoles' History Colorful 
The history of the Seminples 


has been a colorful'one. •' 


Originally they roamed .what 


are now the southern/states arid 
were on close terms with 'the 
Creeks of Alabama. As civiliza- 
tion advanced they Were driven 
southward into Florida, where 
many of them still reside among 
the Everglades. After repeated 
and unsuccessful wsirs;;,with the 
whites, most of the trine gave it 
up as futile. So, about 1848, they 
consented to being' moved" to 
what is now Oklahoma. 


After wars with other tribes 


were almost propertyles? and 
starving. But 'a brighter-day was 
dawning for them; a'memorable 
treaty was signed between the 
Indians of the- plains \arid the 
Five Civilized; Tribes,'which the 
Semtooles represented. 


In flowery -language, it was 


solemnly, agreed between the 
Indians thatz 
'*!•"-•''•'. •• 


"Peace and friendship shall 


forever exist between the .tribes 
and bands, parties to- this com- 
pact,-the ancient council fires'of 
pur forefather already kindled 
by our brothers of the timbered 
country shall be kept kindled 
and blazing by brotherly love un- 
til'their smoke shall ascend: to 
the spirit land to invoke. the 
blessing of-the Great Spirit on 
all of bur good works. The .tpma.r 
hawk shall be forever .buried, the 
scalping knife shall forever f 
broken, the war path heretofore 
leading from, one tribe to a 
other shall grpsr up and become 
as the wild" wilderness.." 


This-solemn treaty was at one 


tune, in the possession of Maud 
D. Jones of . Wewoka^f. .the 
Jones' tepee, which . is powerful 
among the Semtooles—who was 
a daughter of Mrs. Alice B. Davis, 
the principal chief of the Semin- 
bles for many years. 


The tomahawk' was buried,
